Mr. Boeschenstein, who re- 
ceived one of two honorary de- 
grees as a “creative genius in 
business,’ emphasized that “it is 
the promise of time and what it 
means to this college generation” 
that he wished to stress.

The class included 54 men and 43 
women. |

were conferred summa cum laude.

Livingston, who majored in En- 
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glish, and Miss Titus, an elemen- 
tary education major, shared top 
prize money with Miss Hayes, 
Miss Newborg and Davis in the 
three major division prizes of 
$100 each for distinguished’ un- 
dergraduate work in their fields 
of concentration. 


Livingston won the newly es- 
tablished John R. Wald prize in 
arts and languages; Miss Titus 
gained the William S. Price social 
studies award; and the three oth- 
ers each won the Dr. Andrew B. 
and Maria F. Brumbaugh science 
prize. 

The annual Justina Marstellar 
Langdon prize was won by Eloise 
Holsinger, Johnstown, and Helen 
A. Herr, York, was the recipient 
of the Women’s Work Council 
award.

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Juniata Alumni Fund Report 


Fund Hits Record High of $72,281; 
Gifts to College Total $195,667 


Aes HIGH in alumni giving of $72,281.32 
was contributed to Juniata College through 
the Alumni Fund in 1956-57 to provide a major 
boost to the effort to raise money for faculty 
salaries and the new residence hall for women. 

This amount, contributed by 1,185 alumni and 
friends, represented 87 percent of the exceptionally 
high grand total of $195,667.71 obtained from all 
sources in the drive to raise 214 million dollars in 
10 years. 

Another new mark was set when the average 
contribution soared to $61.00 to surpass the former 
high of $58.08 established in 1954-55. 

Although the‘ total amount contributed was 
slightly short of the goal of $75,000, the current 
year’s figure exceeded last year’s total of $65,520. 

Topping all classes in amount contributed this 
year was 1921. which re-gained its first position 
with a total of $6,169.57. This class had been first 
two years ago, but was nosed out by 1980 last year. 
The 1930 class rated third behind 1926. 

The class of 1921 also rated tops in average 
amount contributed with an amazingly high figure 
of $771.19. 

In the class race for number of contributions, 
the class of 1949, headed by Jess Garber, an asso- 
ciate editor of the Waynesboro Record-Herald, led 
the pack with 49 contributors. 
been held for two years by the Class of 1953 which 
slipped to a five-way tie for seventh. 

Runner-up honors in the Top Ten for number 
of contributors went to Rex Hershberger’s 1950 
group with 43. © 

The ten best by participation are divided into 
two groups. Classes of 1880 and 1883 again con- 
tributed 100 percent to lead the group from 1880 
to 1919. ; 

Setting the pace for the group of classes from 
1920 to 1957 was the Class of 1927 with a high of 


This top spot had ~ 
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46 percent of its total members contributing 
through James I. Weimer, class agent. The Class 
of 1948 was second with 48 percent. 

In addition to funds contributed through the 
Juniata Alumni Fund, the college also received 
$138,373.19 through its Church of the Brethren 
contributions. The names of contributors are in- 
cluded in the list which follows, but the total con- 
tributed is not figured into the class totals for 
the Alumni Fund. 

A major gift to the college came through the 
Ford Foundation and this year’s total includes 
$70,000, which was the first installment of the — 
share. An additional $77,500—representing an 
increase in the total allocation from $138,600 to 
$147,500—-was received July 1 but it is not in- 
cluded in this year’s report. 

Other foundation and industry gifts totaled 
$17,935.79 and life income contracts amounted to 
$18,000. 

The bequests to Juniata included: $1,145.50 
from the Alice B. Brown estate; $523.70 from 
Samuel Hamilton; $1,000 from Adelaide H. Oller; 
$1,000 from Martha Akers Patton. Miscellaneous 
gifts amounted to $408.31 for a grand total of 
$195,667.71.

EDITOR’S NOTE: What’s the student 
viewpoint of campus happenings, you 
ask. Here’s a column written by George 
Fattman ’58, Tarentum, Pa., editor of 
The Juniatian, that provides a capsule 
review of the past year. 


TUDENT governments in the 

colleges and universities 
across the nation are accepting 
more and more responsibility and 
in an increasing number of areas. 
So it is at Juniata. 

Whereas student Senates of 10 
or 15 years ago were preoccupied 
with coordinating club activities 
and carrying out simple projects, 
Juniata’s recent Senates have 
been concerned with such projects 
as student self-discipline, the ris- 
ing tide of young people seeking 
a college education and the cur- 
riculum and how it is being pre- 
sented. 


Student opinion is both encour- 
aged and valued by the Adminis- 
tration. President Ellis has 
asserted from time to time that 
at Juniata students have a right 
to be concerned with every phase 
of the institution’s functions. 

Encouragement to show inter- 
est in a wider scope comes also 
from the National Student Asso- 
ciation, with which Juniata’s Sen- 
ate became affiliated last fall. 
NSA unites student governments 
of the nation’s colleges and uni- 
versities in such a way that its 
members may profit from other 
schools’ experiences. Information 
on a multitude of campus prob- 
lems is on file and available to 
member institutions. 

The greatest achievement of 
the ’56-’57 Senate, in office during 
the past two terms was a campus 


Judiciary. Work toward this goal 
had started four years previous. 
At this time there was some talk 
about campus that Juniata should 
adopt an honor system. However, 
student support for the proposal 
was too sparse. But there was 
considerably more demand for a 
plan of self-discipline. 


And so work was started to- 
ward providing Juniata with a 
disciplinary committee, whose 
membership would include a num- 
ber of students, which would have 
ultimate power to recommend 
disciplinary action for various 
student misdemeanors. 


After the idea had been tossed 
about for two years, the ’55-’56 
senate went to work to provide a 
concrete outline for a disciplinary 
committee. When the ’56-’57 Sen- 
ate inherited the project in March 
1956, a constitution had been 
written, and much sentiment for 
and against a disciplinary com- 
mittee had arisen. 


With guidance from Senate ad- 
visor, Dr. Kenneth W. Crosby, 
professor of history and political 
science, and from the National 
Student Association, a new con- 
stitution was written. It was 
accepted unanimously by Leader- 
ship Conference last September. 
The Administration had given its 
tentative approval. In October 
the student body voted to put the 
Judiciary into effect. Shortly 
thereafter the Faculty agreed to 
try the plan on a three-year trial 
basis. 


Thus a new and very important 


body came to be at Juniata. Al- 
though its place is not yet firmly 


established, the Judiciary’s suc- 
cess thus far has been impressive. 
The job of the first nine judges 
was quite difficult, for they had 
not only to assume prescribed 
duties, but also to establish prece- 
dents and to gain the confidence 
of students, faculty and adminis- 
tration in this innovation. They 
seem to have succeeded, and the 
future of the campus Judiciary 
looks bright. 

Another important accomplish- 
ment of the Senate during the 
past year was the completion of 
a skating pond in Sherwood 
Grove. For years Juniatians had 
wanted a skating pond. The proj- 
ect completed last fall had been» 
started in 1954. Funds came from 
the Administration and the Sen- 
ate. Yet in spite of much work 
and a considerable amount of 
money spent it looked as though 
the undertaking would be a fail- 
ure until in April of last year a 
plan to complete the lake by 
Homecoming was put forth by 
President Jim Stayer ’57, Denver, 
calling for a general contractor to 
supervise the operation. Del Mc- 
Quaide 58 New.Kensington (now 
Senate president), was named to 
the position. 

Using freshman men and vol- 
unteers from other classes, he 
completed on schedule what had 
several months previous been 
tagged “impossible” by many. 

More recently, a committee on 
educational affairs has been ap- 
pointed to give student view- 
points on the curriculum and 
Juniata’s educational system. 
Suggestions are being made on 
improving course content. Stu- 
dent complaints are channeled 
into this body where they are 
sifted to find justified grievances. 
These are presented to the Ad- 
ministration for consideration 
and correction. . 

And so it is that at Juniata 
College the students through 
their elected representatives are 
taking an interest in and are 
making important contributions 
to areas that their predecessors 
several years ago would never 
have dreamed to enter.

‘Lefty’ Sparks Nine 


HE hitting and pitching of 

Ferrill ‘Lefty’ Alderfer, senior 
from Souderton, Pa., sparked Ju- 
niata’s baseball team to its best 
record in 25 years. 


Alderfer paced his heavy-hit- 
ting teammates with a .431 aver- 
age and posted a 5-1 pitching 
record to carry off honors in both 
departments and win the Goodale 
trophy as “most outstanding.” 

An all-around competitor as 
pitcher and outfielder, Alderfer 
won the batting title as a sopho- 
more with .442 and split even in 
eight pitching decisions. He fin- 
ished second with .388 last year. 

This year, he led the freshman- 
dominated Indians to 11 victories 
in 14 games, including eight 
straight over Middle Atlantic con- 
ference opponents. Not since 19382 
had any Juniata baseball team 
won 11 games. In that year, the 
Indians had a 11-2 record. 

Alderfer slammed 22 hits in 51 
trips and batted in 15 for his .431 
average. His earned run average 
in pitching was 3.30. _ 

Don Ross, freshman third base- 
man from Harrisburg, was run- 
ner-up to Alderfer with .361 and 
led the team in RBIs with 20. 
Two other freshmen topped .300 
for Coach Ken Bunn’s club —

A freshman pitcher, Pete Mc-
